| understand that Council suggests you and Ms Moriarty and possibly Mr. Warren meet with me in September, 
possibly in the week after Labour Day. | am very thankful for this approach, and for your intervention. 


At this meeting we could possibly plan a process by which remedial or appendical addendums to planning in the 
intervening five years could be developed and considered. It would be useful to have copies of all studies and public 
education efforts carried out by the DHC since January 1990, so as to have some idea of the range of issues that 
might be considered in planning such a process. 


Meanwhile, Council is conducting a health promotion study. A draft has been written. Perhaps you could convince 
Katy Keys that prominence should be given to the issue of sensitivities in this report, and on its release. The 
Thomson report (1985) recommended education to address attitudes in the health community. Perhaps the DHC 
would assist us in the health promotion effort of obtaining funding to address attitudes in the health community, . 
particularly attitudes leading to the abuse, by caregivers and educators, of children and adults with central nervous 
system problems caused or exacerbated by sensitivities. 


lam appreciative of the constructive response the DHC seems to be developing. Of course, it is important that 
the undertaking to give prominence to these concerns is included in health promotion studies and recommendations
